DOWN IN THE TUBE 
Louis C.K. was seen traveling between 
Sag Harbor and _ East Hampton last 


Thursday morning, holding forth in a 
packed subway car. The cars in front and 
behind were empty. Anyway, the whole car 
he was in was shaking with laughter. 


LEAFBLOWER 

Last Monday, in the wee hours, the maintenance 
crew out of the Montauk Yards began a dramatic 
cleanup of all the tunnels using standard 
motorized leaf blowers. The operation was at 
the suggestion of maintenance man Howard 
Keeler who put it in the suggestion box in June, 
_ and as a result was named employee of the 


Month for July. The tunnels had not beencleaned - 


like this since the subway was constructed 
in 1932, so a great deal of dirt, grime, dust 
and debris was expected. Twenty men with 
leaf blowers on their backs and earplugs, 
goggles and masks on their heads went 
down onto the tracks from the Bridgehampton 
platform and then 10 walked west blasting with 
the leaf blowers the dirt and dust toward 
the trucks in Westhampton. The other 10 
began walking east toward Montauk to the 
trucks in the Subway Yard there. By 3:30 p.m., 
the blowers had only gone halfway and the 
piles of dust in front of them were so high in the 
tunnels that the blowers could not move them 
any further. As a result and because the subway 


had to reopen at 6 a.m., the men were ordered — 


to climb over the mounds and begin pushing 
them back to where they came. By 6 a.m., all 
the dust was back where it was. The subway 
system re-opened on schedule, full of the 
same dust, dirt and metal filings from the rails 
and wheels.

With all the crowds up at ground level trying 
to get from place to place through the 
heat, more and more people are taking the 
subway. Because there is now extra revenue 
_ coming in, our Commissioner has ordered a 
special treat.

MONTAUK REFUGEES FLOOD EAST HAMPTON 

Amagansett officials reported an emergency 
situation and deployed special police units this 
week as Montauk residents fleeing the chaos 
and lawlessness of Montauk made their way 
across the wastes of Napeague and amassed, 
tired and desperate, at the eastern border of 
Amagansett. Many of the refugees were very 
hungry, and Amagansett’s food systems were 
strained as officials worked to provide the 
refugees with sufficient supplies of fried seafood, 
coleslaw and rosé. “We’ve been expecting this 
all summer,” says police spokesman Larry 
Hirsch. “As the marauding hordes of young 
people have moved into Montauk, bringing 
partying, drunkenness, and loud music and 


making Montauk a harsh and increasingly 


uninhabitable scene of chaos and disruption, 
the peace-loving fulltime residents of the hamlet 
have been forced to flee. Naturally, what they 
find is that crossing Napeague is a pretty dicey 
move—those who are tempted to stop halfway 


-for a lobster roll seldom make it the rest of 


the way.” Officials in Amagansett are trying to 
accommodate as many of the displaced as they 
can in the limited number of hotel rooms that 
haven’t been rented yet, and meanwhile the 
remainder of the refugees have been turned 
loose into the village and have been seen dining 
at Amagansett Square restaurants and dancing 
at Stephen Talkhouse. 


NEW MUSIC-PERMITTING RULES ISSUED 

Citing a deluge of complaints involving loud live 
music in Hamptons nightclubs and restaurants, 
officials this week issued a_ statement 
announcing new rules pertaining to the issuing 
of permits for live music. From the statement: 
“Under these new rules, not only must bands 
keep the volume at or below the decibel level 
specified, but they must also adhere to certain 
quality controls, including but not limited to 
the following: guitar solos should be short and 
have a musical point; original songs should be 
favored over covers, but only if the original 
songs in question are reasonably good; Jimmy 
Buffett songs should be played only when 
Jimmy Buffett is on the stage; bands featuring 
a preponderance of middle-aged men in their 
ranks are required to have at least one female 
member; all bands must commit to playing 
ONLY ONE of the songs from the official list 
of ‘controlled covers’ on any given evening 
(this includes Brown-Eyed Girl, Sweet Caroline 
and Little Wing—visit police headquarters for 
the complete list).” To enforce the rules, the 
Hamptons Police announced the formation of 
a 20-member music quality task force, and they 
are hiring music theorists and musicologists to 
come up with specific criteria for judging the 
quality of bands being considered for permits 
and to implement the new rules. ga

Webcam Used to Ticket Southampton Dress Code Violators Vandalized 


BY DAN RATTINER 


ate last Sunday night, the webcam on Main 

Street, Southampton was vandalized. Police 
are investigating. The webcam was put up 
on July 1 as a joint project between Dan’s 
Papers and Southampton Village to enforce the 
proper dress code ordinance in that village. The 
webcam stream was posted daily on the Dan’s 
Papers website, and the public was invited 
to watch it and if they found a perpetrator, 
grab an image of the perp from the webcam 
stream and email it to areola@danspapers.com. 
Dan’s Papers would then post 
the perp pics and ask readers to identify 
who they were. Once we _ had_ that, 
Southampton would be informed and the 
perp ticketed. 


The ordinance, which has been in effect since 
1954, reads as follows: 


“#82-14: no person shall appear in a public 
street in said Village clothed or costumed 
in such a manner that the portion of his or 
her breast below the top of the areola is not 
covered with a fully opaque covering. #82-15: 
no person shall appear in a public street in 
said Village unless his or her buttocks and the 


private or intimate parts of his or her body 
are covered with fully opaque covering. #82- 
12: no person shall appear in a public place in 
the village of Southampton, New York, clothed 
or costumed in a bathing suit, except within a 
distance of 500 feet of a body of water, unless 
such bathing suit is completely covered with 
fully opaque outer clothing.” 


Between July 2 and 
last Monday, 87 people 
were’ identified, issued 


summonses and required to’ 
pay the $175 fine. (The law 
would have allowed $1,000 
in fines and up to 15 days 
in jail for a first offense.) A 
15% bounty was then paid 
to the person grabbing the 
photo off the webstream, 
and a further 5% bounty paid 
to the identifier, according 
to the rules explained on the 
Dan’s Papers website. 

Here is a photo of one of 
the signs in the center of 
town warning people of the 
consequences of not obeying 


the proper attire laws in Behavior on Main Street is a growing issue 


Ordinance 82. 

At the top of this article is a photo of a 
woman clearly in violation of the Southampton 
Village Proper Attire Ordinance. This photo 
was the last image grabbed from the video 
cam before the vandalism. It is the only photo 
not identified during the time the webcam 
was up. Please send us the name of this 


person and you 
will be eligible for a 
bounty percentage. 

Meanwhile, police are 


working on the crippled 
webcam to restore it. It is 
their hope the video stream 


may show the _ people 
vandalizing it. 
“There are severe 


punishments for vandalizing 
public property in this 
village,” says Mayor Epley, 
“and we will enforce them to 
the fullest extent of the law.” 
He also said he hopes 
the webcam can be fully 
estored so there will 
no necessity to go 
the expense of

Anyway, in this phone call, Pataki asked me 
if | thought he should run and I| told him the 
truth, which was that he was too boring to win 
the Presidency, something that Mr. Romney 
proved in the last election. As a result, Mr. 
Pataki, after this phone call, decided to call off 
his run. 

I also received calls from people saying they 
were Scott Walker and Marco Rubio, asking 


for my advice and support. One thought 
we might merge the campaigns. I should 
run as his Vice President. | thought it not a 
good idea. 

One person who did not call me for advice, 
however, was Donald Trump. | know Donald. | 
met him in his office one time and, on another 
occasion, spoke with him at the Plaza when 
he was the big poobah at that place. He even 
sent me a note praising my new book, /n the 
Hamptons. It reads “Rattiner has done a terrific 
job with Dan’s Papers, and his book, In the 
Hamptons, is as colorful and engrossing as you 
would expect.

Weather, Montauk, Atticus Finch, “In the Hamptons, ” Football Players

he average annual temperature for 

Bridgehampton, New York is 51.7 degrees. 
And that is a very important number when you 
look at what needs to happen for the rest of this 
year. The temperatures this past winter were so 
brutally low that by the end of March we were 
set on a course that, if it didn’t improve during 
the rest of the year, would come in as the worst 


- annual low ever. 


And it didn’t improve, at least looking at the 
numbers through the end of July. In fact, last 
week, when the weather authorities announced 
that around the world, the temperatures had 
risen to the highest levels ever, they had to 
talk about us. There was one exception to this, 
they said. It was really cold in the northeastern 
corridor of the United States. 

In January in Bridgehampton, it was supposed 
to be 31.5 degrees. It was 28.5 degrees. In 
February it was supposed to be 33 degrees. It 


was 19 degrees. In March, it was supposed to 
be 39 degrees. It was 32 degrees. And April was 
a further 1.5 degrees colder than the average. 

In May, therefore, I wrote an article in which 
I said the best thing that could happen would 
be to have temperatures 5 degrees higher in 
May and June, and then again in September 
and October. If we could do that, and we could 
keep July and August steady, we would make 
up the amount we had fallen behind and we 
would have a glorious six-month-long summer 
swimming season from May 1 to the beginning 
of November. 

Turns out that May and June did not do their 
part. Temperatures were about what they were 
supposed to be those months. It was nice, but 
it was not beach weather. July WAS beach 
weather, but it was at the average. Same has 
been true during the first half of August and the 
last half doesn’t look like it’s going to get up 
to a hundred. This still leaves us with the full 
25.5 degrees to make up between now and New 


Year’s Eve. To do that, September will-have to 
feel like August, October will have to feel like 
September, November will feel like October 
and you'll be able to go out in a windbreaker in 
December. As for the Polar Bear Plunge, it will 
be just another beach day. 

Let’s hope for all this. 


DARREN SHARPER 

Darren Sharper is a retired NFL football 
player who has been charged with being a serial 
rapist. He’d go into bars and meet up with girls, 
slip a pill into their drink and take them to his 
home. They’d wake up in the morning only 
dimly aware of what happened. Nevertheless, 
in Los Angeles, Las Vegas and New Orleans, 
nine women separately filed charges against 
him. A scandal about this is that none of 
these states had any idea that the other states 
had charges against him, because there is 
no database for sex crimes. And since single 
rape charges sometimes (Cont'd on next page) 
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wind up as arguments about consent, 
rape cases usually remain local. Obviously 
this is an oversight that needs to 
be corrected. 

The seriousness of this matter was only 
discovered when one state read about Sharper 
in another state in a newspaper, and from there 
it snowballed into what it needed to be. 

Sharper pleaded guilty as part of a multi- 
state plea deal for crimes in Arizona, Nevada, 
California and New Orleans. He has been held 
in jail since February of last year awaiting trial, 
but finally there is a plea bargain. 

As part of the deal, Sharper will serve 
approximately nine years in prison in total, 
and, after that, has agreed to a whole raft of 
limits on his behavior . He will be on parole 


for the rest of his life, he will be a 
registered sex offender, he can never 
consume alcohol again, can never use 
the internet to solicit women and, this 
is pretty interesting for a civilized 
society, has agreed to be brought into 
a laboratory if requested to do so by 
his parole officer, where doctors will 
conduct tests by rigging him up with 
a penile plethysmograph and then 
be required to watch videos of both 
coercive sex acts and non-coercive sex 
acts to determine the level of arousal 
in the penile area as a result. What is 
a penile plethysmograph? It looks like 
something from the 19th century. It 
has a small hood and electric wires. 
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Figure it out for yourself how it might work. 

I did think that electric shocks might be part 
of this, but apparently they are not. Instead, if 
Sharper “fails” the penile plethysmograph test, 
he will have to go into sex therapy until, after 
numerous therapy talks with a psychiatrist, 
those forbidden arousal reactions cease.

MONTAUK REACTS 
I think it’s time for someone to give a pat on 
the back to East Hampton Town Supervisor 
Larry Cantwell for his quick reaction to the 
problems taking place in Montauk. 


It should be said that people have 
every right to come to Montauk and 
have a good time. It’s just not 
exactly THAT kind of good time. 


The basics of the problem, clearly visible after 
the Fourth of July weekend, were crowds of 
young people from the New York Metropolitan 
area who concluded that Montauk was the next 
Fort Lauderdale-style spring break bacchanal. 
For several hours between midnight and 3 a.m., 
the Main Street of town that Saturday night was - 
blocked by young drunk pedestrians blocking 
traffic, even emergency vehicles. Crowds at 
many of the seven or eight clubs in that town 
partied into the wee hours at high volume, 
crowds waved an ambulance racing to a scene 
on Edgemere Street off to the side so taxicabs 
could get through, people were found asleep 
in cars, someone was arrested for peeing in 
Fort Pond, and there were people out in public 
who were, to put it politely, in need of getting 
a room but were too drunk or stoned to find 
one. I never mentioned this before, but on 
that weekend a friend of mine who has a 
professional office in Montauk came to work 
at his office on Sunday to find vomit on his 
front door. 

A crowd of over 300 local Montaukers 
appealed to Town Supervisor Larry Cantwell 
to do something about all this. And he has. He 
authorized overtime for code enforcement, fire 
marshals and marine patrol to be out for the 
next weekend and the next and the next. The 
state police were here too. DWI roadblocks 
were set up. Many summonses were issued, 
and five people were arrested . A share house 
was shut down. One club was shut down for 
overcrowding.

town passed a law requiring all clubs to give 
physical counters to those manning the door to 
make sure clubs do not exceed capacity.

To Kill a Mockingbird won a Pulitzer Prize 
and is taught in many classrooms today. And 
many people consider Atticus Finch to be a 
role model. 

Now comes this new book by Lee, which turns 
out to be an earlier draft of To Kill a Mockingbird. 
Back in 1959, Lee was an unpublished novelist, 
33 years old, very talented, and pretty much 
listening to her editor, Tay Hohoff, tell her she 
should re-write her draft because the way she 
had it would not fly very well. 

In this earlier draft, Atticus is not a young 
lawyer but a middle-aged lawyer, and he’s very 
much a bigot. He has a grown daughter, who is 
the narrator and who is trying to come to terms 
with that. 

Tay Hohoff’s advice is to set the plot 20 years 
earlier. Daughter Scout is 9. And she hasn’t yet 
seen the full flowering of Atticus’s personality. 
But she is still the narrator, at 9, and thinks 
her dad is this wonderful person. Lee re-wrote 
the book with this revised new draft, it got 
published this new way and many millions of 
people read it as Atticus the innocent lawyer 
full of hope and determination, out to change a 
world full of bigots. 

Two generations of Americans have grown up 
with Atticus as their inspiration and role model. 
How could Lee do this to them? 

It would be like writing a new movie script 
in which George Bailey, the wonderful young 
character in /t’s a Wonderful Life played by 
Jimmy Stewart, turns out in a sequel to be a 
secret high-level drug dealer. 

Many people are saying today that print is 
dead. It’s a long way from being dead. Here’s 
people who do not exist except in authors’ 
heads, put down on paper and into films (from 
a Philip Van Doren Stern short story) to become 
icons and role models for young people and 
future young people unborn. 

It’s been said that Harper Lee’s lawyer noticed 
this earlier manuscript on a table in her house 
in Monroeville, Alabama 20 years ago and finally 
got somebody to publish it. Lee never wrote 
another book after To Kill a Mockingbird. Now, 
at 89 years of age, she is persuaded by others 
to let this earlier manuscript be published as 
her “second” book. 

It would have been better for America if back 
in 1959 she’d thrown this earlier manuscript 
into the fire, like many another author with a 
bad idea did. There were no copy machines 
then. There was carbon paper, though. Burn 
that, too. When it was gone, it was really gone.

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Canal Traffic Halted by Stuck Hamptons Police Submarine

he Shinnecock Canal was closed to 

marine traffic for more than _ four 
hours last Monday as the Hamptons Police 
Department struggled to free Jaws VIII, the 
agency’s military surplus submarine, from the 
canal locks. 

Locks use a series of gates and sluices 
to manipulate and control the water 
level so boats may navigate canals. As the 
Hamptons P.D. found out the hard way, the 
Shinnecock Canal locks were not designed for 


- subsurface watercraft. 


Frustrated yachtsman, sailors and fishermen 
wishing to pass through waited on either side 
of the canal—on Peconic Bay to the north 
and Shinnecock Bay to the south—until 
police officers, with the aid of bay constables, 
were able to pull the decommissioned U.S. 
Navy Virginia-class submarine out of the 
narrow waterway. 

“I was heading back to the marina with a 
haul of porgies at low tide when I saw the cops 
ahead, trying to get through the canal,” says 
Neal Anker, who was out on his fishing boat 


Anker’s Away. “It was clear getting that thing — 


through the locks was like trying to pound 


' a square peg into a round hole. | wanted 


to [contact the submarine over] radio and 
warn them, but I have no clue what channel 
they’re on.” 

All Anker could do was watch as the police 
crammed the submarine into the canal. He 
says the police appeared to be-~chasing a 
suspect, adding, “Whoever they were, they 
got away.” 

The submarine was traveling north when it 
became wedged in the locks. 

“We underestimated the width of the 
submarine—or overestimated the width of the 
canal,” Hamptons P.D. spokesman Larry Hirsch 
acknowledged during a phone interview. “By the 


time the HPDSU [Hamptons Police Department _ 


Submarine Unit] realized the error, it was too 
late to make a full stop and reverse.” 

Ultimately, the sub could only be moved once 
the tide came in. Rather than press forward, the 
submariners abandoned plans to take Jaws VIII 
into Peconic Bay. After finally backing out of the 
canal, the submarine retreated to deeper water 
and submerged, destination unknown. 

The damage to the submarine was only 
cosmetic, according to Hirsch. “It’s nothing 
a little paint can’t fix,” he says. “Remember, 
this was originally a Navy vessel, designed to 
sustain torpedo attacks.” 

Structural engineers examined the canal locks 
and reported no damage that would impede 


_ their operation, Hirsh noted. 


The incident was not as disastrous as might 
have been expected, but it did call attention 
to the submarine’s movements. Typically, the 
public only finds out where the Virginia-class 
submarine is when it surfaces in order to allow 
police officers to board boats, conduct safety 
checks, issue citations and, in some cases, 
make arrests. Before today, Jaws VIII had only 
been spotted patrolling the Atlantic shoreline. 

Hirsh, at first, said he could not comment 
on where the submarine was headed, or why. 
When pressed, he did reveal that Jaws VIII has 
entered Shinnecock Bay through the Shinnecock 


Inlet in the past, but 
today’s attempt to 
traverse the canal 
toward Peconic Bay 
was a first. He denied 
that police were in 
pursuit of a suspect at 
the time.

TT: men, developers of 
resort facilities in the 
Northeast, blew into Sag 
Harbor about 10 years ago 
intending to revive several 
of the most iconic properties 
in that town as they have 
done elsewhere in the tri- 
state area. They were, and 
are, Curtis Bashaw and Craig 
Wood and their company, 
Cape Advisors, are used 
to local folks defending 
their heritage when others 
come in. The thing is, 
however, that Wood and 
Bashaw didn’t let that bother 
them. They care about 
heritage too. 

The big abandoned four- 
story Bulova Watchcase 
Factory in the center of Sag 
Harbor, one of their targets, 
had been nothing but an 
eyesore for 30 years, thanks 
to the negative efforts of 
certain highly vocal people in 
the Sag Harbor community. 
Developers had come in, 
proposed things and gone 
with their tails between 
their legs, to be replaced 
by other developers who 
had proposed things and 
gone. It had remained, all 
these years, a sturdy and 
formidable mess, and about 
15 years ago, bricks began 
to fall off the main solid 
concrete’ structure _ into 
the weeds. 

“We survived 67 hearings,” 
one of the two developers told me with a smile. 
Who could smile through 67 hearings? Curtis 
Bashaw could. And Craig Wood could. And now 
the results are in. The Watchcase, finally, is 
open. It’s been restored to its original Victorian 
appearance right up to its five-story roof turrets. 
Its gorgeous. Its 67 luxury apartment units are 
not going to disrupt a town of 3,000 people in 
any way that I can figure. 

Because | wondered what kind of stuff Curtis 
Bashaw and Craig Wood were made of, to 
do what nobody had been able to do before, 
I made an appointment with one of them, 
Curtis Bashaw, and met him at the bar of the 
completely restored Baron’s Cove Inn, a hotel 
project they more recently did down by the 
waterfront. Beyond brass fittings, the fireplace 
and the mahogany and teak of that space, I sat 
watching down below as hotel guests basked 
in the sun alongside the swimming pool or 
listened to the quiet folk music being played by 
a local trio nearby. 

I suppose I expected a man in a business 
suit. What I got was a slender fellow wearing a 
linen shirt, jean-cut pants, a baseball cap and 
deck shoes. He is about 50, acts half that, and

is great fun to be around. People came over to 
him to say hello—employees, guests, friends— 
throughout our interview. Had someone told 
me he was the lifeguard there I would have 
believed them. He was the developer. 

Curtis told me about his background. It is quite 
remarkable and swirls around his grandfather, 
who was the patriarch of an incredible extended 
family that made their home in Cherry Hill and 
Collingswood, New Jersey and spent summers

in the historic old whaling 
resort town of Cape May 
where Carl Mclntire, this 
grandfather, owned: several 
of the major hotels. 

“My grandfather was the 
minister of the Presbyterian 
Church of Atlantic City,” 
Curtis told me, “as his father 
was before him. You should 
Google him. He was quite 
famous. He was one of the 
first gospel ministers with 
his own show on the radio. 
He wrote books. He lectured. 
He traveled around the 
world. We’d go to church, 
my mom and dad and I, and 
after that we’d often go to 
his house where we would 
discuss the sermon he had 
given that morning. I was 
involved in that. I already 
had my opinions.” 

One of the first jobs that 
Curtis ever had was as his 


grandfather’s assistant— 
carrying his bags, 
actually—as he _ traveled 
all around the_ world 


proselytizing his particular 
branch of Conservative 
Presbyterianism. 

“How old were you?” 
I asked. 


“Eighteen.” 
“Where did you go?” 
“Brazil, Peru, Chile, 


Argentina, the Philippines, 
Indonesia, South Korea, 
Iraq, Jordan, Syria, 
Lebanon, Israel.” 

Curtis told me about his 
other grandparents and 
parents, but kept coming back to the patriarch. 

His mother was Carl Mclntire’s daughter. His 
father had been a lawyer with a degree as an 
accountant. He became Carl MclIntire’s advisor 
when he joined the family. Carl MclIntire’s 
wife Fairy, Curtis’ grandmother, had been a 
school teacher in Texas. Their daughter, Curtis’ 
mother, married this young lawyer-accountant 
and became a homemaker and raised Curtis, 
three daughters and another son. Car! Mcintire 
was the center of the world to all these people. 

“Grandfather grew up barefoot in Oklahoma. 
He studied the Magna Carta. The Bible. He 
loved America. He appreciated it as the land 
of opportunity.” 

“What was your growing up like?” I asked. 

“I went to the Cherry Hill public school from 
kindergarten to ninth grade, then to a Christian 
private school to finish up high school. | 
remember trips to Mt. Vernon, Monticello, 
Jamestown, to various battlefields, all with 
our extended clan. Most importantly we spent 
summers in Cape May. We were about God and 
Country.” 

In 1962, when Curtis was just 2 years old, his 
(Continued on next page) 
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grandfather bought the down-at-the-heel grand 
hotel of Cape Maycalled The Admiral. Herestored 
it and renamed it the Christian Admiral. He also 
bought Congress Hall, another magnificent old 
hotel in Cape May, and he bought a third one, 
the Windsor, as well. Thousands of people came 
to Cape May every summer for what sometimes 
were four-week bible conferences. McIntire also 
held retreats, bible readings and evangelical 
events. He published 12 books and hundreds 
of pamphlets, booklets, sermons, speeches and 
documentary portfolios. He had a radio show 
that was broadcast on 600 stations around the 
country. He founded and published the popular 
Christian Beacon every week. 

“Cape May turned to tourism after whaling 
died and developed some of the largest hotels

in the country in the mid 1800s. Cape May 
was eclipsed by Atlantic City in the early 
20th century. 

But the times were changing. In the 1950s and 
1960s, these big old rambling hotels, all built 
in the prior century, were getting old and tired 
as the country drifted into the modern era. In 
the 1970s, the big new thing was motels. Some 
of the old hotels were acquired by Curtis’s 
grandfather for his conference center and some 
were torn down. Some of the big mansions 
took in boarders, and became bed and 
breakfast establishments. 

“Were you the eldest male grandchild?” | 
asked, taking a guess. 

“I was the second oldest. 
was Norris.”

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“Was he urged to follow in 
grandfather’s footsteps?” 

“We both were. Norris did for a while. Now, 
though, he works for a public affairs company, 
and he’s the Deputy Mayor of Lower Township, 
New Jersey” 

“And you?” 

“I went to Shelton College for my freshman 
and sophomore years, this was a college my 
grandfather founded. In the summers, I worked 
for my grandfather. I was a busboy, a bellhop, 
a waiter. And then I transferred to Wheaton 
College near Chicago, where I finished up.” 

“That was a long way from home.” 

Curtis was thinking of something. 

“I. remember the summer of 1977. We were 
cleaning up the dining room listening to 
Fleetwood Mac and their album Rumours. | 
was 17 and working at Congress Hall, and 
I was looking out at this large back lawn of 
the big hotel, considered by all to be Cape 
May’s downtown back yard, with this full moon 
casting shadows. And I was thinking—some day 
I’m going to fix up this hotel.” 

After graduating from Wheaton, Curtis applied 
to and got accepted to Rutgers Law School. He 
intended to go. 

“Because of my experience working in the 
hotels, my grandfather put me in charge of 
managing Congress Hall. I deferred Rutgers. 
Then I deferred a second year, and they told me 


‘the next year I either had to go or I would lose 


the opportunity. I decided to forgo law school.” 

Many of the smaller hotels were closing and 
for sale in Cape May now. 

“The bed and breakfasts had charm, but no 
TV, air conditioning and private bathrooms. 
Meanwhile, the motels had TV, air conditioning 
and private bathrooms but no charm. A little 
hotel, with all of the above, could succeed. 

“I went to my dad and convinced him to help 
me buy the Virginia, a small run-down hotel.” 

This was in 1986 when he was 26 years old. 
He needed to raise $1.2 million from banks, but 
none would lend it to him. He persisted. He 
knew this would work. As a back up plan, he 
applied to Wharton Business School to get an 
MBA. He needed more skills. 

“Then came this special day,” he told me. “In 
the morning, I got a letter from Wharton telling 
me I had been accepted. Then, in the afternoon, 
] heard from a bank. It was the seventh bank. 
They said yes. After giving it some thought, 
I decided to do both. I went to school in 
Philadelphia during the week, then I'd come 
home to Cape May and run the Virginia.” 

Curtis rebuilt the Virginia, reduced the 33 
rooms to 24, gave them all private baths, added 
a restaurant, and in 2014, the Virginia was 
named as one of the top 500 Gold List hotels in 
the world by Condé Nast. 

Curtis graduated Wharton in 1990. His thesis 
was about how to run a boutique hotel. 

It was during his college years that Curtis 
discovered he was gay. | would not mention it 
here, except that in an extended, very powerful 
family with Christian values, way back then in 
the late 1980s, it was very important to Curtis 
what his grandfather might think. 

“My grandfather wrote me a letter stating that 
I had such promise. He wrote that he wanted 
me to be a preacher and that he would pray for 
me, but I would need to make decisions about 
what was right for myself (Continued on page 64) 
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according to the eyes of God. ‘I don’t think this 
lifestyle is God’s plan for you’ he wrote, ‘but 
tolerance is people of good will learning to live 
together.’ And so he would.” 

“I loved and appreciated my upbringing and 
values | was taught,” says Curtis. 

And then a very bad thing happened. 

It was 1988, and the country was enduring 
the Savings and Loan debacle. It went into 
a recession. 

“Grandfather’s company went _ into 
bankruptcy. There were ballooning loans. 
There was no saving it. The Christian Admiral, 
the Windsor and the Congress Hall, all of them, 
closed. This was not a personal bankruptcy, 
so our daily lives were not affected. But 
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“| had been coming out to the

grandfather’s nonprofit, the Christian Beacon, a 
501(c)(3), filed for Chapter 11 to protect the 
conference facilities.” 

Grandfather was_ 80. 
starting over. 

On the other hand, there was Curtis. And 
Curtis, at 30, was the owner of the Virginia, 
the possessor of all the knowledge a degree in 
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business could give to him, a lover of history, 
hotels and resorts and filled with the desire 
and determination to preserve the old hotels. 
He would, as it turned out, have to explain 
things to a bankruptcy judge, the creditors, 
the mortgage holders and the investors. The 
amount he would need to raise would be in the 
neighborhood of $6 million. 

“As it worked out, Congress Hall would 
remain abandoned for nearly 10 years. I made 
deals with the RTC mortgage bank, which had 
foreclosed. I got the creditors to wait. I found 
that I could borrow some money from new 
investors and the rest I could get by tearing 
down the Christian Admiral, selling the land 
and using the money raised in the real estate 
sale to restore Congress Hall in the center of 
town and repay the creditors.” 

In the middle of all this, he set up a partnership. 
with Craig Wood, a man from the Midwest who 
after five years with Helmsley Spear in New | 
York City, joined with Craig to get through the 
re-structuring in Cape May and do traditional 
real estate deals in the City. 

The partnership became a corporation called 
Cape Advisors and it opened an office in New 
York City on Lower Broadway in 1995. 

In New York, the two men concentrated on 
older buildings in need of renovation. They 
restored 210 Lafayette Street at Broome, 
100 11th Avenue at 19th Street, a building at 
Broadway and Broome and the old Electric 
Circus on East 8th Street, which they renovated 
into apartments. 

Meanwhile, in Cape May, over the next 15 
years, in addition to Congress Hall and the 
Virginia, Cape Advisors bought and restored 
the Sandpiper, a 1970s mom-and-pop bed and 
breakfast, the Star Inn, an old building from the 
1920s, and the Beach Shack, a building from 
the 1960s. 

“Looking back,” Curtis said, “when I first 
bought the Virginia, | employed 28 people. Now 
we employ over 1,000 people in Cape May. We 
have had a huge impact on that town. And the 
town has prospered in many ways.” 

I asked Curtis how he came to get involved 
with Sag Harbor. 

“I had been coming out to the Hamptons a 
lot during the 1980s and early 1990s. It was an 
escape from Cape May. I had many friends I’d 
stay with. It seemed to me that for a resort of 
this size, there weren’t, if you didn’t consider 
Montauk, very many places to stay. I think 
there were no more than 10 of any great size in 
the Hamptons.” 

Curtis learned that the owners of the 
Maidstone Arms in East Hampton wanted to 
sell. He and Craig put in a bid for it. 

“But we lost it. Someone bought it for 
all cash.” 

The grand opening for Congress Hall in the 
center of downtown Cape May was in June 
of 2002. : 

“Grandfather was so looking forward to it,” 
Curtis said. “But he died four months before the 
opening. He was 94. He would have loved it.” 

“But he had seen what you had done.” 

“He did.” 

Soon, Cape Advisors had purchased and were 
putting together a renovation plan for the five- 
story Bulova Watchcase Factory in Sag Harbor. 
It was 2006. 


Here was a factory (Continued on page 66) 
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building constructed in 1881 as the largest and 
most dominant structure in the community. It 
had been abandoned in 1981, had undergone 
a Superfund site cleanup paid for by Bulova 
that lasted 15 years, had scaffolding around it 
to keep people walking by from being hit by 
wayward. bricks, and had just gone through 
a plan, that had collapsed, that might have 
turned it into a community arts and crafts 
gallery and workshop where artists could rent 
spaces. Who would have paid for it? That was 
the rub. The last of what I believe was three 
other commercial developers had last looked at 
it five years before. 

Sometimes people just don’t know what they 
are being presented with. Here was a resort 
hotel and apartment complex developer that 


knew how to do things beautifully, historically 
correctly and the right way. And all they asked 
for was permission to do it. 

You would have thought they were proposing 
to convert this building into a high security 
prison. I’ve been around publishing this 
magazine for a long time. I’ve seen all this 
before. What about apartments for the poor? 
Weren’t we just in the middle of having an arts 
and crafts complex? 

As I said, the hearings went on and on and on. 

“Craig and I are optimists,” Curtis said. 
“You need to be one in order to push these 
complicated projects along.” 

It didn’t pay off. They would be close to a 
deal, and then there would be a new election 
and those now elected didn’t like something 
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else. This went on and on. I have never seen, 
and I have seen a lot, resort developers pursue 
a project like this with such patience. And 
then, suddenly, in 2008, the bottom fell out 
of the economy. 

Cape Advisors sent the village a letter. They 
were putting the project on hold. The time was 
no longer right. They’d be back. 

With this, the Village realized the error of 
their ways. Hey, wait a minute; this building 
could be this eyesore for another 30 years. Why 
did we give them such a hard time? We shoulda, 
we woulda, we shoulda, but we didn’t. And now 
they are gone. 

The Village actually appealed to Cape 
Advisors to come back and they would be 
treated much more kindly. And, in 2011, with 
the clouds parting, they did. And things have 
gone along pretty well since then. 

To date, 39 of the 67 units have been sold. 
People are moving in. The front desk is open 
24/7. The swimming pool is open. Prospective 
customers are looking it over too, especially for 
the larger units, some of which, as the last thing 
to do, remain unfinished. 

I spoke to Craig about this time. 

“We could have torn down the building and 
put in housing,” Craig said. “That we could have 
done in a year and a half. But this needed to be 
restored. It would take three and a half. 

“It’s a luxury condominium. It reuses much 
of the granite we found in the building. We 
have a concierge staff, a live-in manager. There 
is a fitness pavilion, with a sauna and gym, a 
64’ saltwater swimming pool, a great room, a 
catering hall, a private dining room. Underneath 
it all is an underground garage that is big 
enough for all the residents and their needs. 
It’s a beautiful property and there is a market 
for this now.” 

Craig is running the Watchcase project. Curtis 
is in charge of Baron’s Cove, a 1950s motel 
they’ve refashioned into a major resort hotel 
in the town, arguably one of the best on the 
East End. 

Curtis brought in his sister, Colleen Bashaw, 
to do the interior design of Baron’s Cove. 
“Colleen’s aesthetic is perfect for Cape Resorts. 
She had been working in New York City for 
Albert Hadley, but when she became a mom, 
she decided to come help us. She has done 
seven hotels for us. I could not have done this 
without her.” 

Baron’s Cove Inn opened for Memorial 
Day this year. It has the look and feel of 
a magnificent old Inn from the nineteenth 
century. There is a sunset view over boats from 
the 85-seat restaurant upstairs, from the front 
porch rocking chairs and even from the pool. 
There is concierge service, shuttle bus to the 
beaches in the Hamptons and on Shelter Island, 
music and dining, a gift shop and 67 rooms, 
all with sleeping balconies and water views. 
There is even an herb and vegetable garden on 
the property, from which some of the produce 
comes to make the great accompaniments for 
meals, all put together by Michelin ranked chef 
Matty Boudreau, formerly of the Vine Street 
Café on Shelter Island. 

These two men have brightened the look of 
Sag Harbor without changing it a great deal. 
They are very important people in the evolution 
of this old whaling town and I was happy to 
meet them. @&

Will viewers no longer © see 
Impiglia, the neo-Cubist, neo- 
Futurist, neo-Art Deco artist? 

A foldout flyer essay, “Giancarlo 
Impiglia, Sacred and Profane,” 
accompanying a recent show | had 
in the city [“For That Which is 
Sacred” at Gallery Nine 5], written 
by my son Christopher, discusses 
my transformations of biblical themes. It also 
contains a few pictures—“Pride Cast Down,” 
“The Wound [of Christ].” Also included on 
that flyer is “Nature’s Fallacy, 2013,” a colorful 
design done in the geometric angle-and-swirl 
style of my earlier periods—but note that 
the abstract figure is set against camouflage, 
emphasizing the military’s attempt to use, to 
hide in, nature. 


Does. your new “camouflage” direction 
with its referencing and allusions to famous 
pieces by, among others, Michelangelo 
Merisi da Caravaggio and Giovanni Bellini, 
need interpretation? 

Iam happy to point out how! have transformed 
certain famous religious works in order to 
emphasize a message against war and violence. 
My [oil on panel] “St. Sebastian, 2011,” after 
Bellini’s “Saint Sebastian,” for example, with 
arrows into the martyr’s muscular frame, is 
set against a shiny red surface background, 
like a Ferrari would have, in order to show the 
contrast of a classical suffering human being 
and our world of gold, driven by economic 
desire that drives war. “Meditation on War” [oil 
and acrylic on camouflage fabric], rendered 
in traditional Buddhist colors, shows lotus 
flowers, symbols of tranquility, floating against 
a background that’s clearly military. 


How would you relate the “camouflage” 
paintings to this week’s cover art, a seemingly 
peaceful harvesting of grapes? 

Grapes are featured in one of my recent works, 
“Young Bacchus,” which I have transformed 
from Bellini’s 1510 painting of sweet innocence. 
His “Young Bacchus” is a seemingly harmless 
portrait of the Greek god of debauchery. My 
transformation has been described as intending 
to convey the apathy of those content to ignore 
the tribulations of the world around them. 
Bacchus represents a disinterested community, 
noncombatant in its enjoyment of the spoils of 
war. The words on some of my new paintings, 
sometimes Latin, sometimes Old Italian, taken 
from Vatican archives and scriptural sources, 
as my son’s essay points out, are meant to 
show “the timeless nature of violence and the 
brutality of today’s society.” As for this week’s 
cover, harvest time is when we gather the 
crops. It’s a good time to reflect on what we 
have sown, and what we may reap. fi

Men, who 
cannot cook anything more 
complicated than _ toast 
inside the house, become 
Master Grillers who lay out 
their cooking utensils on a 
table by the grill like neurosurgeons preparing 
to operate. The cuts of meat are trimmed to 
the perfect. ratio of fat/protein. Some of the 
meat is in sealed plastic containers where it 
has lived for days in the refrigerator in a bath 
of secret ingredients. In order to accommodate 
everyone, the Grill Master has even sharpened 
scissors for any vegans who show up, so they 
can forage on the ground for food. 

I'm always early to a barbecue so I can find a 


‘good chair. Only young people with good backs 


can sit in the aluminum frame chairs with the 
woven plastic straps and the thin metal bar 
that lines up with your tailbone. Plus, those 
chairs almost always have one of the straps on 


_ the seat broken, so your thigh hangs out the 


bottom like a blob. The green or white plastic

Adirondack chairs are always comfortable, but

The host had 
three kiddie pools filled in the backyard and a 
sprinkler that the kids could run naked through.

Check Out Montauk’s Many Monuments

Aw trip to The End is a can’t-miss tradition 
of summertime on the East End. When you’ve 
driven through Montauk before, it’s likely you’ve 
wondered what the really tall building standing 
over the village green is, or where that tiki statue 
came from. Though the Montauk Lighthouse is 
certainly the most famous monument at The End, 
each monument of Montauk has a story of its own. 

The tallest building in Montauk, which stands over 
the village green, is known as the Tower. Currently, 
the Tower houses residential condominiums, but 
it has previously been known as both the Carl 
Fisher Office Building and the Montauk Improvement 
Building. The Tower once served as headquarters 
for Carl Graham Fisher, who, in 1925, purchased the 
entirety of the Montauk peninsula. 

Pursuing plans to turn Montauk into an expansive 
beach resort, Fisher developed a portion of this 
large tract of land—which amounted to more than 
10,000 acres—between the years of 1926 and 1932. 
Having built a significant portion of the town’s roads, 
commercial buildings and homes, Fisheris responsible 
for a great deal of Montauk’s development. Though 
the Great Depression ultimately terminated Fisher’s 
massive construction project, Montauk has Fisher to 
thank for its unique character, and the Tower attests 
to his legacy. 

Beneath the Tower is the Village Green, which 
holds one of Montauk’s smaller monuments, the 
gazebo. The gazebo serves as a locus for Montauk’s 


many community events, such as _ the 
weekly Farmers Market held on Thursday 
mornings at 9 a.m. and the free Monday 
night concerts at 6:30 p.m. So next 
time you visit the’ Tower and the 
village green, take a moment to stop 
and admire this cherished Montauk 
monument too. 

As for that tiki statue—the large, 
copper-colored figure situated against 
the Montauk Beach House on Elmwood 
Avenue—he goes by the name of Ronjo. 
And while Montauk is not a huge 
bastion of Hawaiian culture, Ronjo 
is based on the tikis of traditional 
Hawaiian culture, which represent 
the first man and his creation from 
a mixture of red earth and saliva. 

Ronjo gets his name from the 
Ronjo Motel, which is what the 
Elmwood Avenue building was 
prior to becoming the Montauk 
Beach House. The Ronjo Motel 
was named after its owner’s 
two children, Ron and Joanne. 
Even with the closing of the 
Ronjo Motel, Ronjo the tiki 
statue stayed, finding favor 
with the owners of what is 
now called the Montauk 
Beach House, Chris Jones 
and Larry Siedlick. They 


even gave Ronjo a new paint job. Now 
known for his iconic copper hue, it’s 
hard to imagine that Ronjo was once a 
brightly colored, red and white statue. 
Ronjo’s new look gives visitors the 
perfect opportunity for a memorable 
Montauk photo. 
And, of course, let’s not forget 
the Lighthouse. The Montauk Point 
Lighthouse, constructed in 1796 under 
the authorization of President George 
Washington, was New York State’s 
first lighthouse. It remains an iconic 
landmark, currently counted the 
fourth oldest active lighthouse in 
the United States. It is designated a 
National Historic Landmark . 
If it wasn’t in your summer 
plans already, make sure to 
take the family to the Montauk 
Point Lighthouse this summer. 
Guests can roam the grounds of 
Turtle Hill or climb to the top 
of the light, and then visit the 
neighboring Lighthouse Grill 
for a meal. £&

Kathy Griffin Takes the WHBPAC Stage Aug. 22

f there were a term to refer to a Renaissance 

woman specifically in the realm of comedy, Kathy 
Griffin would be its perfect illustration. A two-time 
Emmy winner, Grammy winner, author, activist, 
co-host of CNN’s New Year’s Eve Live (with former 
Quiogue resident Anderson Cooper) and inductee 
into the Guinness Book of World Records for writing 
and starring in more stand-up specials than any 
comedian in history (20!), Griffin will take the stage 
at the Westhampton Beach Performing Arts Center 
on August 22 as a part of her 80-city #LikeABoss tour. 
A dynamite fixture on the comedy scene since 2005, 
when her hit Bravo show Kathy Griffin: My Life on the 
D-List first aired, Griffin has become recognized for 
her raw, spit-fire style of stand-up, with no subject 
safe from commentary. Here, she previews what 
guests can expect this weekend: 


What will the show at the Westhampton Beach 
Performing Arts Center be like? 

An evening of negativity, vulgarity and 
inappropriate stand-up comedy from a two-time 
Emmy winner, a Grammy winner for Best Comedy 
Album, and a living legend named Kathy Freaking 
Griffin! How dare you ask me that question? 


Has the Hamptons inspired any of your jokes? 

I am what’s called a raconteur. I bring the up-close 
and personal stories with my own personal run-ins 
or loving encounters—however you want to put it— 
with everyone that the Hamptons folks are talking 
about around their very expensive water coolers. | 
have done this in—wait for it—23 stand-up comedy 
specials. I love doing stand-up so much that I cannot 
stop writing new material, and I’m not going to stop 
now no matter how sandy you people are. 


How do you balance an 80-city tour with staying 
on top of current events and news to use as fodder 
in your acts? 

I gather so many stories from the road, so much 
local flavor, that I love starting each show with 
whatever is going on right around the theater, 
so listen up Hamptons, I’ve got my eye on you 
already! | do an inordinate amount of research and 
development for each show. Then | throw in what J 
call the “anchor” stories. If you come to see me, you 
will be getting the up close and personal stories that 
only I can give you about everything from my latest 
attempt at friendship with Taylor Swift to my last 
sext to the Hamptons’ very own Anderson Cooper. 
By the way, he did text me back. However, he has not 
sexted me back yet. But I still have time before New 
Year’s Eve. 


Do you have any pre-show rituals? 

_ Well, I call Caitlyn Jenner five minutes before I go 
onstage every night just to monitor her voice. I don’t 
know if you are watching J Am Cait but | certainly 
am and | can tell you she is very concerned about 
the tenor of her voice. After that, | check in with 
President Obama and we talk policy. Then I call 
Donald Trump and say something like “Don’t worry 
bro, you’ve got this one in the bag.” And I take 
the stage! 


To what do you most attribute the longevity of 
your career? 

Ihave a self-diagnosed stand-up comedy disorder... 
the live experience will never go away. God knows 
everyone in Hollywood has told me over the years 
that television will go away and live performing 


will go the way of the cell phone, to which I say, 
“no one will ever want to watch the Super Bowl 
on their iPhone,” and I can say things on stage in 


the Hamptons that are far too inappropriate for 


any kind of recording device, including a gigantic 
television camera. 


Can you talk about the influence your mother has 
had on your acts? 

Let me see if | can pull her away from Judge Judy 
right now to answer this question. My mom Maggie 
turned 95 on June 10. The great thing about my mom, 


and this is why audiences still respond to her, is 
that she is someone who is inherently funny without 
knowing why. The nice thing is her confusion is 
gently buffered by a healthy serving of boxed wine. 
Then she tunes me out and turns on her beloved FOX 
News, at which point I leave the room. Hey...love is 
love! Caitlyn was right! See you at the show! ga

The writing is on the wall! 


‘posters adorn the walls, standing as a sign of hardship 


and rebellion. Don’t let the bright colors and bold 
typography fool you—these posters represent a 
legacy of entire lives given to a symbolic struggle 
against enemies real and imagined. Thanks to the JCP 
and private collections, iconic photographs can be 
seen here at close range. Among these is “Cavalry,” 
by Raul Corrales, a fascinating echo of Eugéne 
Delacroix’s “Lady Liberty Leading the People,” which 
perfectly captures one nation’s desire to oust all 
American businesses, no matter how devastating 
the consequences. The eye is also drawn to images 
of Castro, Guevara, baseball games in the slums, 
present-day single mothers in small rooms—these 
illustrating in their juxtaposition the tension between 
utopian dream and tragic reality. 

All in all, the exhibit contains over 100 color and 
black-and-white photographs from the 1950s to the 
present by more than 30 Cuban photographers, 
including Alberto Korda, Rat! Corrales and Marucha 
(Maria Eugenia Haya). There are also works by 
American masters, including Hamptonites Burt Glinn 
and Elliott Erwitt, which provide an outsider’s view 
of the mysterious country. Iliana Cepero, a Cuban art 
historian, critic and curator who left Cuba in 2006 and 
who now teaches at New York University, the New 
School and other Manhattan institutions, co-curated 
the show with Pauline Vermare, a curator at ICP. 

“Cuba, Cuba! 65 Years of Photography!” is a 
timely exhibit, given the fact that the lingering Cold 
War between Cuba and the U.S. seems to be finally 
winding down. Perhaps it’s time Americans start to 
think in new ways about the island nation we have 
alternately exploited and rejected over the last 
century. Athletically and academically competitive, 
medically innovative, internationally recognized 
in ballet, dance, plastic arts and music, Cuba is in 
some ways a perfect symbol of survival. After all, it 
survived 54 years while under embargo by the U.S. 
Come see this multifaceted display of Cuba’s history 
right here in Southampton. ga

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What Lies After

Norman Beim’s fourth novel, 
After Byron (The Permanent 
Press), is an accessible and 
entertaining Gothic tale set 
in the Regency and Victorian 
eras. The book seems to be 
primarily intended as an 
appreciation of the life and 
times of the English Romantic 
poet, George Gordon, Lord 
Byron, to whom there are 
numerous references and allusions. The “after” in 
the title Affer Byron is used in the sense of a work that 
adheres to the tone, structure and style of a mentor. 
If, as they say (actually, this was said by the eccentric 
English cleric and writer Charles Caleb Colton), that 
“imitation is the sincerest form of flattery,” then 
Beim, a successful playwright, novelist, memoirist 
and actor, can be said to be paying homage to Byron, 
as well as recreating literary genres of Byron’s day. 
Beim incorporates diary entries, journal excerpts, 
letters and manuscript notes into his narrative—in 
the manner of 18th century Gothic novels like Mary 
Shelley's Frankenstein and Bram Stoker’s Dracula. 
In After Byron, Beim often nests his genres, putting 
notes inside the memoir, for instance, and recreating 
dramatic conversations in the letters—these devices 
allow him to show his characters from multiple 
points of view, sustains interest in the mystery at 
the heart of the tale. That mystery boils down to this: 
how did a certain nobleman’s wife die?

One of his contemporaries said of Byron that he 
was “mad, bad and dangerous to know.” For those 
familiar with Byron, After Byron will be a hoot. 
For others, there’s ample amusement, especially 
when Beim playfully slips modern expressions 
into this 19th century context—such as when the 
handsome aristocratic rake, Lord Ingersoll, Byron’s 
bosom companion, tells a woman he’s about to bed 
(named Clarissa!) that it’s time for “beddy-bye,” or 
when the same ladylove shows up unexpectedly 
at Lord Ingersoll’s home, explaining that “since 
Muhammad won’t come to the mountain...” Readers, 
especially those of a certain age—or of diminishing 
sexual stamina—can easily relate to the story’s 
theme, which is expressed in words that constitute 
the book’s epigraph and closing lines. They are 
from an 1817 Byron poem. “So we’ll go no more 
a-roving /So late into the night, /Though the heart 
be still as loving, /And the moon be still as bright. 
/For the sword outwears its sheath, /And the 
soul outwears the breast, /And the heart 
must pause to breathe, /And love itself 
have rest.” 

This poem, which Byron enclosed in a letter to 
his friend, the poet Thomas Moore, included an 
explanation: “At present, | am on the invalid regimen 
myself. The Carnival—that is, the latter part of it, 
and sitting up late o’ nights—had knocked me up 
a little. But it is over—and it is now Lent, with all 
its abstinence and sacred music...Though | did 
not dissipate much upon the whole, yet I find ‘the 
sword wearing out the scabbard,’ though I have but 

- just turned the corner of twenty nine.” As Byronists 
well know, Lord B. indulged himself liberally with 
members of both sexes early and often, and also 
fancied alcohol and drugs. Fortunately for the 
world, his pen was not worn out—his later satires

and letters from Greece are among 
the finest of their kind. Sated and 
cynical, Byron died at the age of 
36, but with wit and wisdom the 
92-year-old Norman Beim captures 
Byron’s way of living and loving by 
way of direct references to the poet’s 
life, and also in the character of 
the often cruel and cold, and always 
disreputable and scandalous, Lord 
Ingersoll, who lives in dark and 
murky Chillon (named after a poem 
‘by you-know-who, though this Chillon 
is in Southwark). 

Beim has also created an intriguing 
cast of characters who play off Lord 
Ingersoll. There’s good guy, straight 
arrow Gerald Marston, apprenticing

Dahlias are the queens of 
the late summer garden, 
lasting until] the first frost, 
with abundantly shaped and 
colored flowers on_ plants 
very short to 6’ tall. They 
make a garden—which may 
be looking tired from a lot 
of summer work—look new; 
colorful and lush, while also 
providing flowers for fantastic 
arrangements in the house. 

Dahlias are native to the mountains of Mexico, 
Columbia and Guatemala, where they grow as 
“trees.” Dahlias are perennial there, and are the 
national flower of Mexico. They are members of the 
same family as asters, sunflowers, daises and zinnias. 
Conquistadors brought dahlia seeds to Spain in the 
16th century, but the real hybridizing got. underway 
in Holland in the mid-19th century and has continued 
energetically ever since. At present, there are 18,000 
varieties of dahlia! 

Dahlias are classed by flower size and shape—and 
there are many. A perusal of a good dahlia catalogue 
like Swan Island Dahlias can cause much over-buying 
by the dahlia lover as it becomes necessary to have 
that one...and that one...and—wow—that one, too! 

Several of our local garden centers offer dahlias, 
but in limited varieties. If you want something other 
than the general crowd pleasers (and these ARE

pleasers), you are going to need the catalogue. 
Fortunately, dahlias are easy to grow from tubers. 

Dahlias like to be planted in warm, loamy soil— 
that is, at least 60°—and in full sun. If you can provide 
these conditions, you can grow dahlias—no special 
skills are needed. Complete planting instructions 
come with your order so | won't describe them 
here...too easily forgotten by spring. 

If you have them in your garden, you have 
undoubtedly found out that they need to be staked— 
even some of the shorter ones need support, and 
especially those 4’ and taller. And your stakes need 
to be substantial. In a cutting garden | tend, which is 
tucked out of sight of the rest of the landscape, I use 
three tomato cages around one dahlia. I tie the cages 
to each other, which makes them very stable and 
provides ample places to tie branches. The owner 
of this garden cuts flowers regularly, which helps 
keep the plants growing in a good shape. In another 
garden | tend where dahlias are the end-of-summer 
garden feature, I stake them with two 6’ bamboo 
poles per plant. Tying the plants in this configuration 
is a challenge, but this garden owner also cuts often, 
which helps the plants stay bushy. 

Dahlias cannot live through our winters here 
(although I know of one that does!), but they can 
be lifted, stored, and replanted. After the first good 
frost, or in mid-November if there is no frost, the 
foliage will begin to blacken. Cut the stem to 2-4” 
and gently lift the clump with a fork. The tubers are 
minimally connected to the main clump and can 
break off easily. Start farther away from the stems

than you think you should because the clumps can 
be very large at this time. Carefully remove as much 
soil as possible. Do not wash the tubers. The clumps 
can be divided at this time, or in the spring. You must 
use a sharp knife and be sure that each tuber has an 
“eye.” Practice makes perfect. 

Store the tubers in temperatures of 40-45 degrees, 
in a newspaper-lined cardboard box. Layer them 
in damp peat moss. Never store them in plastic 
containers or bags. During the winter, check them 
monthly to be sure none have rotted and the moss is 
still damp. Next spring, the process will begin again. 

Then again, you can always just buy new tubers in 
the spring and try some different varieties of dahlia. @&.

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An Evening at Blue Point renee Company

lue Point Brewing Company’s delicious beers 

have long been favorites on the East End. 
Last year this Patchogue-based brewery brokered 
a deal with Anheuser-Busch that has allowed it to 
reach a wider market and produce beer ona larger 
scale—while still continuing small-scale operations 
in Patchogue, staffed by the same friendly faces. 

I headed to River Avenue to see what all the 
fuss was about. Upon entering, I was greeted by 
the overwhelming scent of malt, a cheery crowd of 
locals, and the upbeat, horn-heavy ska issuing from 
the stereo. Blue Point’s wood-paneled, Christmas- 
light-adorned tasting room offers a social, almost 
club-like atmosphere, and is matched in. ambience 
only by the outdoor patio, which provides beer- 
sampling patrons with a chance to bask in the sun 
while seated at one of the inviting picnic tables. 

Sales Director John Tomasetti greeted me and 
helped me get set up with a few tastings of Blue 
Point’s ‘newer and rarer brews (I, like many Long 
Islanders, am well-versed in their more common 
offerings, such as the award-winning signature 
Toasted Lager and hearty RastafaRye Ale). 

I started with the Lessing’s Local Ale, a beer brewed 
specially for the Lessing’s line of family-owned 
restaurants and hotels, and generally only available 
at the brewery or at Lessing’s-owned establishments. 
This beer proved itself to be a refreshing, balanced 
affair, with a malty finish and some small notes of 
caramel—basically, something you can just keep 
on drinking. (Tomasetti informed me that other 


versions of the Lessing’s Local are occasionally 


available, including Lessing’s Local Blonde and the 
holiday-themed Lessing’s Local Cheer). 
Next up was the Roasted Stout, another brewery- 


only beer. This dry Irish stout is 
dispensed via a nitro tap, meaning 
that the beer is nitrogenated rather 
than carbonated, which allows it to 
be creamier and smoother on the 
tongue. The Roasted Stout was thus 
quite creamy, but the thick mouthfeel 
didn’t take away from its robust 
flavor (as can sometimes happen with 
nitro stouts). 

In keeping with the nitro theme, I 
then tried a comparison between the 
Mosaic IPA and its nitro counterpart. 
Mosaic itself, which I was already 
familiar with, is a strikingly savory 
session IPA, with enough hoppiness 
to fit the style but without too much 
of a kick. Its nitro counterpart was like 
Mosaic on steroids, silky and smooth

while still retaining the flavor of Blue Point Brewing Company beer is also available by the 12-pack... 


the original. 

The Sour Cherry Imperial Stout is another brew 
which is currently only available on tap. Though 
not quite as sour as its name suggests, this one was 
heavy and complex, and tasted more of chocolate 
than cherry (though a teasing hint of berry made its 
presence known towards the end). Clocking in at 9% 
ABV, this one packs a punch, but you’d never notice. 

Head Brewer Mark Weinert (who, like Blue Point’s 
president, is a veteran in the beer industry and 
previously worked for Goose Island Beer Company), 
assured me that despite Blue Point’s recent 
partnership with Anheuser-Busch, “we don’t want 
to change anything!” Weinert, when asked about 
upcoming brews, ticked off the usual lineup of 
“pumpkin ale, Oktoberfest, winter ale.” He explained 
that when it comes to new brews, it “goes through 


the brewers first,” and if all of them enjoy it enough, 
it’s given a test run at the brewery. Depending on 
customer response, the brew may then be released 
to the greater public. 

Blue Point is, of course, available at a wide range 
of Long Island establishments, but they also make 
it their business to attend and sponsor events 
across the state (and the entire East Coast). The 
more common beers remain available year-round, 
but the beer on tap at the brewery changes often— 
so next time you’re in the mood for something 
a little different, head over to oe and 
see what’s new! Bs.

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Homemade Zucchini Pickles—No Joke! 


BY STACY DERMONT 


hy do you lock your car doors in the Hamptons 
during the summer? 

If you leave your car unlocked, someone might fill 
it with zucchini. 

If you’re feeling overwhelmed by the summer 
squash in your garden, do what I do and pickle ’em. 
They'll look really appealing this winter, I promise. 
And they make a great gift. | gave some of these 
pickles to my friend Gael Greene last month and she 
insisted that I share the recipe. Here it is: 


Zucchini Pickle 


2 pounds thinly sliced zucchini (or yellow summer 
squash) 

1 medium onion, quartered and sliced 

¥% cup canning salt 

3 cups cider vinegar 

2 cups sugar 

2 teaspoons yellow mustard seed 

1 teaspoon celery seed 

1 teaspoon turmeric 


Yield: about 2 pints 


Dissolve salt in a quart of cold 
water in an earthenware bowl. 
Combine squash and onion in 
bowl. Add water to cover. Let 
stand at least one hour, up to two 
hours. Drain, rinse and drain well. 

Combine remaining ingredients 
in a large saucepot. Bring to a boil. 
Turn off heat. Add vegetables. Let 
stand one to two hours. 

Bring all ingredients to a 
boil; reduce heat and simmer 
5 minutes. 

Pack hot vegetables into hot, 
prepared canning jars. Pour liquid 
into jars leaving 1/4” headspace. 
Place lids and rings. 

Process 15 minutes in a boiling- 
water canner.

ae ate’s Bake Shop, the national cookie brand 
a based on the East End, is the newest tenant of 
_ Rechler Equity Partners’ business and technology 
_ park in Westhampton, the Hampton Business District. 

Tate’s will join AC Lighting & Electrical Supplies 
and Carrier Enterprise Northeast at 220 Roger’s 
Way, the first of nine buildings planned at the site. 
The building is 60,000 square feet, of which Tate’s is 
leasing 37,141 for warehouse and distribution space 
and corporate offices. The new lease brings 220 

Roger’s Way, which was completed in January, up 

to 85% occupancy and leaves just one unit available. 

Tate’s manufacturing operations are staying put 
in East Moriches, and its retail shop is staying 
in Southampton Village. This new facility in 
Westhampton is intended to help Tate’s, which 
was sold last year to private equity firm Riverside 
Company, expand its wholesale business. 

Tate’s Bake Shop CEO Maura Mottles says the new 
location meets the company’s needs while reflecting 
Tate’s heritage as a local brand. © 

“I am thrilled that Tate’s Bake Shop is expanding 
within Southampton Township,” Southampton 
Town Supervisor Anna Throne-Holst says. “Before 
construction of the Hampton Business District, 
Tate’s was not able to find a state-of-the-art space 
in Southampton that was large enough to meet its 
needs. This is exactly what we anticipated with the 
Hampton Business District—that it would create 
jobs and promote economic development.”

Ted Trias, the Rechler Equity Partners director of 
acquisitions and leasing, negotiated the lease. 

“It’s an exciting period at the Hampton Business 
District and everyone at Rechler Equity Partners 
joins me in welcoming such a beloved and iconic 
Long Island institution as Tate’s Bake Shop,” 
says managing partner Mitchell Rechler.. Rechler 
notes that it took less than eight months from the 
completion of 220 Roger’s Way to get this close to 
full occupancy. “We’re very happy that it’s moving 
in the right direction right from the get-go,” he says 
of the Hampton Business District, adding that the 
success is owed to the quality of the product. 

“There are a few different things that make it 
special,” according to Rechler. Namely, “the fact that 
the East End really does not have any Class A office 
or warehouse type of building.” Class A buildings— 
the highest classification for office buildings—have 
high-quality construction, ample parking, a favorable 
location, state-of-the-art systems and more desirable 
traits that attract premier tenants. And from a design 
standpoint, Rechler says, the Hampton Business 
District’s architecture is contextual to the East End. 

Rechler Equity Partners is now moving forward 
with the construction of two more buildings, a 
23,000-square-foot single-story office building and 
a 68,000-square-foot showroom warehouse, like 220 
Roger’s Way. Rechler says they will be ready in 
late spring. Farther down the road, plans call for 
a restaurant and a 145-room hotel. When all nine 
buildings are completed, the facilities at the Hampton 
Business District will total 440,000 square feet.

The Hampton Business District is located at 
Gabreski Airport, a 1,451-acre county-owned airport. 
Five years ago, after a couple decades of discussions 
between Suffolk County, Southampton Town and 
local residents about what to do with underutilized 
space, Rechler Equity Partners, the largest owner of 
commercial real estate on Long Island, was awarded 
a bid to construct and manage a business park there. 

Rechler says that, given the home construction 
market is so active on the East End, he foresees 
future tenants that include showrooms for general 
contractors building houses and homeowners 
seeking to renovate. These would complement AC, 
which is a vendor to electricians and other tradesman, 
and Carrier, a residential and commercial heating, 
ventilation and air conditioning supplier. gy
